DR. LLOYD TELLS WHY HE DECLINED 

THE BISHOPRIC OF KENTUCKY 



In declining the call to the bi-hopiic 
o. Kentucky Dr. Arthur *v Lloyd says 
iu hi* letter to the Rev. Dr. Minnigerode 
of liouisv ille, that he Its* given the call 
hit. greatest eon-ideration and conclude* 
that it is t»e*t for the church and the 
Kentucky diocese that he remain in his 
present office. 

The letter of declination was written 
to Dr. Minnigerode a- president of the 
standing committee, and i* as follows: 

October 15, 1904. — My Dear Doctor: l 
have come to the conclusion that 1 ought 
to tell your committee that after going 
over the matter as 4-arefully a* 1 am 
capable of doing, and after having taken 
i-ounsel with the best men I know with 
legnrd to it. I have reached the roue I U 
-ion that I must not accept the high 
position offered me by the diocese ot 
Kentucky. I have consulted with nice, 
who urgently advi*ed me to accept, a- 
well as with those who have -hared my 
own feeling- that at present my duty is 
it* the ofli« > e of the iMtard of misskNi*, 
Hit that I believe my conclusion luis been 
leached fairly a* may be. I trust it is 
right. 

Convinced indeed that thi* is the case. 
1 have the comfortable assurance that, 
while my decision must cause the dio- 
cese inconvenience and pjesent loss, it 



will really !*• for the hie-. mg and bene- 
fit of the church iu that diocese. 

Since It I* right for me to remain 
where I am. then it i- dear that the dio- 
cese hn* not yet learned what is the 
mind of the Ma-ter with regard to it. 
Nor i* there any doubt that He will 
lead Hi* rhiireh to a right choice. It is 
a comfortable thought that I -hould Im* 
able to serve you here, since my inter- 
cessions may In* added to tluw of manv* 
that He will dim-t ami bless Hi* ehureh. 

I want you to lie sure that I hava 
not been unmindful of the solemn re- 
sponsibility involved in my decision. [ 
could not have a-'imied this except un- 
der conviction that 1 must, in order that 
I may do what it is my duty to do. 
This being the ease, He w iN Hiiu-elf help 
me to bear it. 

Will you not make vour committee 
and through them the ehureh in Ken 
tacky, know how I value the expression 
of their confidence in me, as shown in 
this elect km, and how much I rcgiet the 
necessity that compels me to subjecr 
them to further inconvenience, and yet 
there i- no othrr means by which th* 
right man can »*e found for your din- 
U4»c, and so they will lie glad to bear it. 
May He direct Hia church to a right 
choice. Vary truly yours,

If the Hon. Edward M. Hltepanl nr 
any other I leniucratle orator la really 
anxious to tneastir* hy “the acta or ut 
terances" of Ahrahaui Lincoln the Re- 
publican polity with regard to the ac- 
quisition of foreign territory, said 
orator will And In the annual message 
of Her. 8. 1MH. Mr. Lluroln'a opinion 
on Ihe subject, briefly but rleuriy 
slated : 

"Having practiced the acquisition of 
territory for nearly sixty yearn, the 
question of constitutional power to do 
so Is no longer an open one with us." 

Mr. Lincoln waa uot referring to tbe 
acquisition of udjolnlng territory with 
a view to Its ultimate erection Into 
statehood He was discussing n plan 
of colonization for the benefit of I >uth 
the free colored people already lu tlie 
Halted Slate, and tha slave who might 
he lllienited "at some plure or places lu 
a climate congenial to them." He 
said further: 

'To carry out the plan* of colonlxa 
tlon may Involve the acquiring of ter 
rttory, and also tbe appropriation of 
money beyond that to lie expended til 
ihe terrllorl.l acquisition. • • • On 
this whole proposlton. Including tbe 
appropriation of money with the ae 
qulslitou of territory, does not the ex- 
pediency amount to absolute necessity 
that without ivhleli the government 
Itself cannot be perpetuated?"
